BODIES OP THE NEVADA MINF]KS

VlliOLXiA, Nov., .July 10. — The bodies 
of all six miners— Dougherty, JeU'ree, 
Eddy, Kennedy, Fregallis and Hamilton

The C. P. R. Route is Not Adopted— Several 
Amendments in Parliament. 

ToKONio, July 5. — The Mail's London

During 
thedeliali^ an anieiiilment iinitii L; the 
house to coiisidc'r tin; claims of ihe ('aii;i- 
(liaii Pacilic mule waa withdrawn and 
another that tlio contract be referred to a 
select comiiiittee was voted down. The 
former aniondinent was withdrawn at the 
instance of the chancellor of the exclieipiur 
who, whili! assuring the house t hat the 
adoption of Ihe proposed contract would 
not |irejndice the Hong Kong and \'aii- 
couver route, repreaented that the aineiid- 
niont, if carried, might hamper the gov- 
ernment in .negotiations in which they 
were at present ongagod with the Cana- 
dian government and tho Canadian Paci- 
lic i{ailway Coiiipaiiy.

WHAT IS TO BE ENGLAND'S POSI- 
TION ON THE PACIFIC V 

This is a matter which is justly receiv- 
ing a good deal of attention in England 
just now. It is one which camujt bu too 
widely dist'ussed or too closelj' e.vamiiied. 
The le,-nliii;_; lOiigli.sh papers are devoting 
coii.siderable s])aee to the solution of the 
query, and the Cidni'liiin (hr.cttr .say.s that 
an Empire cannot be held together any 
more than a conunercial business uf large 
extent can bo held together, without some 
risks being faced, without some nerve be- 
ing shown, without some expen.se lieing 
incurred. The iiolitieian who placed the 
prevention of the expenditure of money 
as the first among the duties of a govern- 
ment wan a dangerous leader, and likely 
to prove a most expensive adviser. A wise 
expenditure is the truest ocoiiomy. There 
is a good de.il of misapprehension in both 
houses of parliament and among t he gen- 
eral puljlic (IS to the proposed sub.'^idy for 
a new English mail service on the Pacific, 
which in some ipiarters is sjioken of a.s if 
it were a gift which a grasping and ini- 
grateful child is using every eilbrt to 
wheedle out of a reluctant hut yet gener- 
ous parent. What are the facts ^ In 
October, ISSii, the English government, 
proprio nintxi, called for teudora for a mail 
service between Vancouver and Hong 
Kong. It must be assumed that they did 
so in good fiiitli, and thai tliey intended 
to est.ibLah sueli ;i service, and to acee[)t 
one of tile leinieia It tile pri iiiosiils were 
reasonable. F"r such a service ihey must 
have been pieiiared in pay. The next 
question is, how much were they prepared 
tu pay i It has fairly been argued that 
the price por mile which the government 
find it necessary and right to p.-iy to the 
Peninsuliir ;uiil < liieiital I'oiiipany for the 
carriage ni ilie India and China mails r'm 
Sucii may be i ikeu as the Standard of fair 
price I'l be paid for the carriage of the 
same mails by I be other route. Calculated 
by ibi.i lest, the amount of subsidy for a 
fortnightiy iiiail service each way between 
Vancouver and Monu Kong would be 
about ,LTO,"),UOO pel' aninuu; and, as a 
matter of fact, the only other tender be- 
sides that of the Canadian Pacific railway 
did ask §108,000 for the Pacific sorvice 
alone, tn be perfcinned al a speed of 11 
knots. Ni'Wiiiit ol ubal li;i\ c these grasp- 
ing and uiigialeliil (Jaiiadiaiis been trying 
U> "do" the p<i(,r .Mother Country i They 
have otl'orcd to emitiaet lor the ocean ser- 
vice at a speed of 15 instead of 11 knots, 
and to build their boats under admiralty 
Hujiervision so that they may be readily 
coiu ortiMl into armed eiuisei's. Tlie.se ad- 
vaMl;e.'es aloiu' sviiuld amply justify llieiii 
in asking, and lifcfe I mpcrial government in 
granting, the subsidy of £100,000. But 
in iitldilidu they .also oiler to carry the 
(Jhina and .Japan mails for .'i,.5()0 niih^s 
across ihe continent of .America free of 
chaigi.-; to carry troo|is and government 
stoles nwv the same distance of land and 
over the ocean at cost jiricc; and, in fact, 
to make the route in reality us well as in 
name a thoroughly imperial highway to 
and from the oast. Can it bo wonderecl 
at that the < 'anadbaiis, having made 
.•(iieh ,111 oiler, are waxing ;i little 
restless iiiuler the delays and llie 
nonchalant indiU'ereueu with wliieli it 
has been treated, and that tliey arc 
asking whether England, with all her talk 
about hor colonial empire, really means 
business, and is prepared to do anything 
to kce|i th.al empire together V Canada 
by |ilacing increased duties on iron has 
acted in the manner which to hor Beems 
best conducive to her own interests.

AUCTION gALKS. 



A yi'HSTioN which has lately attracted 
much attention in Now York, where the 
problem of regulating the liquor traffic 
has been uppermost, is that as to the 
right of hotel keepers to supply thiMr 
guests with wines and liipiois at their 
meals on Sundays. The solution of this 
question involved the cmistrnction of the 
phrase "as a beverage," used in the act 
of 1857. That act proyidea that "No 
inn, tavern, or hotel-keeppr, or any other 
jierson, sliall sell or give away any in- 
toxicating li((Uors or wines on Sunday, or 
upon any day on which a general or 
special election <n- town meeting shall bo 
held, to any person whatever as a bever- 
age." The tpiestion ivas whether liipior 
furnished to hotel guests at their moals 
was liiiuor furnished as a beverage. Judge 
Lawrence, sitting in suiireine court cham- 
bers, lately decided against the hotel- 
kceiicrs, but his decision has bi'en over- 
ruled by the general term. The coin-t 
holds in ell'ect that iiipior sup|)lied with 
meals is not supplied at* a beverage. 
.1 udgo Lawrence in deciding tho ease at 
chambers luado his judgment turn on the 
fact that tlio licenses hold by the hotel- 
keepers prohibited them from selling or 
furnishing liipior on .Sundays. The 
(leneral Torm says upon tliis point: .\ 
critical examination of all the statutes 
relating to the subject matter demon- 
strates that tho power of the board of 

0. xciso is limited to the granting or refus- I 
ing of licenses. If thoTicense bo grautcil 
the statute regulates the rij^hts aciiiiired j 
by it, the restrictions to be ob.ser\ed, anil 
the punisluuenL for each violation of its 
provisions. Tlie bo.ard of excise, there- 
fore, cannot enlaige or diminish these 
rights and obligations or interfere with 
them in an}- way. It cannot insert in tho 
license limitations or restrictions or con- 
ditions which ;ire repugnant to the statute; 
if it does so the license is void. Hence 
tho clause in the licenses issued to tho 
proprietors of the two hotels in (luestion 
absolutely prohibiting tho sale of liquor 
for certain days named therein is, as the 
result of our construction and interpre- 
tation of the statute, iiuaut liori/.ed and 
nugatory. 

L'l'ON the occasion of the honorary de- 
grou of L.L.D. being conferred upon Sir 
Donald Smith by the rniversity of Cam- 
bridge, he was imtrodueed to tho vice- 
chancellor in a laudatory Latin Bi>8ech by 
Dr. Sandys, the public orator.

It is lint expucleil, however, that 
this bill will beciiino a law, in view of tlie 
elaborate legislation adopted two years 
aijo providing for tho gradual abolition of 
slavery. 

It seems evidunt from recent advicch 
that the I'liforcenient of the iMaine liijuor 
law is atteiiihal with much ililliculty.

In regard to the unfortunate ship St. 
.Stephen, Capt. Douglas, neither cor|ise nor 
tmything uf impuitaiice has been fuiind 
since the last report of the revenue cutter 
calling at the Kyucpiot missiun. The 
captain utl'ored $2000 rew.aid tu any Indian 
wliu wijiild liiid thu corpse of the kite Mrs. 
Diiiiglas, Cii])!, Douglas' wife, and a pru- 
piirtMual reei iiiiponse for any of the 
sailuis' corpses. If the .-\iiiei ie.in 
goNerniiieiit does so much in a ea:-e 
of this kind, it is tu be liuped 
that tho Hawaiian government (or in do- 
fault of this the Dominion govoriinieiit) 
will do something to reward tho Indians 
of Checklerat who picked up the crew of 
tho banpit; Thoimis R. Porter, when the 
poor sailors were drift iiiLj on rafts without 
knowing where to go. lliiriiig a whole 
week (viz., till Father iS'icohiyo hoard of 
the disaster and went personally to bring 
the unfgjtunnte sailors to the Mission) 
the Cjjfccklorat Indians liiuvided tho crew 
with.''iiruvisiuns and-blankets. It is plain 
then that tho natives uf the abovo-moii- 
tioiioil tribe deserve -some reward and 
componsatiiui, the more so as it was pro- 
mised hy Caiitain Kug^,

became detached and the eliibt died.
